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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the claimed amendment filed on 1 1/19/2008. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1, 3-4, 6, 8-10 are allowed. 

The prior art of record, Nelson, US Pat. No. 5,568,641, discloses updating firmware by 
using an alternate boot block in the EEPROM. Primary boot block firmware contents are then 
copied to the alternate boot block, and the non-volatile memory bit is set to cause the alternate 
boot block to appear in the address space of the primary boot block from a microprocessor's 
perspective. The primary boot block is erased and written with new firmware information; and 
then the non-volatile memory bit is reset back to allow the primary boot block reappeared in its 
proper address space. 

Applicants point out the differences. Applicant's claimed method provides a non- 
disruptive method for replacing a first software module of a system with a second software 
module, where while amending, Applicants point out Nelson requires two separately 
erasable/writable blocks and the entire code copying into another boot area. Applicants argued 
their invention is very contrast, not copy into another alternate area, only one small portion of 
control code. Applicants further argued their response to the replacing and without resetting and 
restarting the system, while they point out Nelson's replacing appears requiring resetting and 
restarting the system.
